Complaint Has Been Made 


That “Feeder” Lines 
Bought Up for the Sys- 
tem, in Reality Proved to 
Be “Sucker” Lines.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Representa- 


tive Hinebaugh of Illinois, introduced 
a resolution to direct the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to investigate 
and report on the management of the 
St. Louis and San Francisco railroad 
for one year prior to the recent re- 


ceivership. 
Hinebaugh’s resolution points out that 


$26,000,000 worth of the road’s bonds were 
sold in Paris and charges that there 
have been many allegations of misman- 
agement, watering of securities and 
other abuses. 

Judge Judson C. Clements, member of 
the commission, previously had intimat- 
ed that the case would come before the 
commission, and that probably a public 
report on it would be made. 

Clements said that no official action 
had been taken by the commission, but 
that under the recent law enacted by 
Congress requiring the physical valua- 
tion of all railroad property, the com- 
mission had the power to make inquiry 
into the financia] transactions of the 
railroad, especially tu determine whether 
the railroad had paid more for branch 
iines | than they were ‘worth. 

There.has been much general com- 
plaint that the Frisco paid too much for 
these feeder lines, which have been de- 
scribed by one legal authority as “‘suck- 
ers,’ rather than “feeders.” If the 
- commission decides to make the investi- 
' gation it will ascertain just what each 
of these lines cost to build, what the 
Frisco paid for them, and whether they 
Were worth the purchase price. 


Paris Paper Calls American Securi- 
ties Undesirable. . 


PARIB6, June 2.—Discussing the pass- 
ing of the St. Louis & San Francisco 
Railroad into the hands of receivers, 
the Debats, in its financial column, says: 

-""We never were in favor of the in- 
troduction of American securities on the 
Bourse. When the introduction of the 
bonds of the Steel Corporation was dis- 
cussed we pointed out how dangerous 
American financial customs made opera- 
tions dependent on New York. American 
bankers believe that only cleverness 
counts, and their motto is ‘Let every 
ene protect himself; so much the 
, worse for him who allows himself to 
~ be fooled.’ The Frisco is the latest ex- 
. ample. American bankers must have 
known that a receivership was immi- 
nent, yet they concealed the Zz until 
the bonds were placed.” 

The Debats then recalls | suspen- 
sion of payments by the Westinghouse 
firm at the moment of making the issue 
in France and also the concealment o” 
the increase of stock by the telephone 
and telegraph companies and continues: 

“American securities are undesirable. 
If they consist of speculative stock 
they are in the hands of unscrupulous 
operators who unhesitatingly victimize 
us. First rate investment securities ex- 
ist in the United States, but their yield 
is not sufficient to allow of the possi- 
bility of their being quoted on the Paris 
Bourse."’

George Ventriss, a railroad clerk, in an 
alley back of the saloon at 2100 Olive 
savin Saturday night, brought two im- 
portant developments Monday morning 
One was a police theory that Ventriss 
shot himself. The other was that the 
saloon had been frequently reported tu 
the Excise Commissioner for allegel 


violations of the excise regulations, but 
has been allowed to run unmolested. 

Ventriss, who is not dangerously 
wounded, told the police he believed 
Le had been shot by a gang because he 
had “snitched’’ to the police after he 
had lost $685 in a craps game over the 
saloon. 

Edward Vortreide of 2100 Olive street, 
was arrested and charged with running 
the game and Ventriss expected to 
prosecute him. 

complaints Were Frequent, 

Although the records show freqnpent 
complaints that liquor was sold to wom- 
en in violation of the regulations, that 
disreputable persons had been found 
there, that there had been at least one 
shooting affair and that the proprietor 
had been warned frequently to keep the 
piace orderly, the saloon continued to 
run without serious interference by the 
authorities. 

A report recapitulating all these al- 
leged irregularities was made out Thurs- 
day night to be sent to Excise Commis- 
sioner Anderson. Anderson is out of 
the city, but his: deputy, Jeff Pollard, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter the re- 
port did not reach him until Monday 
morning and that it came in the same 
envelope with the report of the Ven- 
triss shooting. This second report was 
dated June 1. The first was dated May 
29. 

The police records show the report 
dated May 29 was foPWwarded to Chief 
Young’s office Friday morning. [Friday

Foley’s bar was just two 
blocks west of McCord’s saloon.

Cord under a license granted Feb. 13 
1913. A small cafe is attached, but Mc- 
Cord asserted to the police that he nev- 
er served drinks tv women there excert 
with meals, as required by police regu- 
lations. 
Chief of Detectives Allender spent 
Monday forenoon at the city hospital 
questioning Ventriss about Saturday 
night’s shooting. Ventriss, who is a 
railroad clerk, adhered to his first story 
that he had been attacked by a gang. 


Got Revolver for Protection, 


He said that «very time he had passed 
the saloon since he ‘‘snitched’’ about the 
‘raps game, the gangsters had shaken 
thetr fists at him. To protect himself he 
bought a revolver and carried it and an 
extra round of ammunition. 
He had passed the saloon several times 
with cans of beer Satuiday evening, he 
said, and then went out with his sweet- 
heart to get an ice cream soda. A)- 
though he declared he had made a de- 
tour to avoid the gang, he said he passed 
in front of the saloon. As he was going 
by an alley somebody in it threw a rock 
at him and hit him in the breast. 
He said he went up the alley to Bee 
who had hit him ané was sect upon br 
three or four men. They knocked him 
down, kicked him in the breast and 
neck, and he exchanged pistol shots with 
them, he said. We declared there were 
eight or nine shots. 

May Have Shot Himeelf. 
In the melee he received a sligh;

It leaves the administra- 
tion of Franklin MacVeagh, as Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, charged with hav- 
ing remitted to the railroads and other 
fnterests hundreds of thousands of dol- 
jars of duty which the Government

creosote. 
It raises for Secretary McAdoo the 
question of reliquidating all entries of 
creosote which have escaped duty im 
the last year and collecting what is due 
te the Government. 
It may raise the question of Secre- 
tary MacVeagh’s personal Hability for 
duties remittea prior to Iast year,

Payne-Aldrich Act. 

The Payne-Aldrich act of 199 admit- 
ted “dead or creosote oil” free of duty 
and levied on other coal tar products, not 

specifically provided for in that act, a 
duty of 2 per cent. The railroads found 
that the grades of coal tar distillates, 
‘commercially designated as ‘creosote 
oll,” were ineffective as preservatives 
ir. comparison with the higher grades, 
known under various trade names. 

“Creosote ofl,” duty free, is worth 
ground 6 or 7 cents a gallon, while du- 
tiable grades are worth 50 to 75 cents @ 
gallon. A duty of 20 per cent on the 
higher grades of preservatives for ties, 
sling and telegraph poles, is a large 
{tem for railroads and other public util- 
ities) It has been estimated that the 
amount saved in duties which should 
have been collected amounts to upward 
of $4,000,000. 

J. EB. B. Stewart, formerly Collector 
of Customs at Newport News, Va., dis- 
covered that duty was being collected 
at New York on the higher grades, of 
coal tar distillates, while they were 
being admitted free at Mobile, New Or- 
leans and Galveston, where the bulk 
of imtportations was being made. He 
brought the facts to the attention of 
the Treasury Department. Secretary Dr. 
A. P. Andrew, in the absence of Sec- 
retary MacVeagh, issued an order to 
the collectors of the Southern ports to 
follow the practice in New York and 
collect duty on all future importations.

POET LAUREATE OF 
ENGLAND, I$ DEAD 


Man Who Had Served Since 
1896 With Distinction, Suc- 
Cumbs at 78. 


LONDON, June 2.—Alfred Austin, En- 
glish poet laureate since 1896, died today 


at the age of 78. 

The poet laureate died at his home, 
Swinford, Old Manor, Ashford, Kent, 
where he had been ill for some time. 

Alfred Austin, besides being 4 poet 
was barrister (though he never practic- 
ed law), critic, novelist, war correspond- 
ent and political writer. He published 
his first poem anonymously at the age 
of 18, before he had taken his degree 
at London Universityg He was a news- 
paper correspondent in Rome for many 
years and followed the operations of the 
Pranco-Prussian war in 1870-71, with the 
headquarters of the Prussian King. 

His writings were patriotic. In one 
poem of recent date he called attentiva 
to the unpreparedness of the British 
army for war and in another he eulo- 
gized the achievements of the British 
Navy. | 

He met many of the prominent Ameri- 
cans who visited England, among them 
Theodore Roosevelt and Mark Twain, 
attending a dinner given by the late 
Whitelaw Reid in 1907, 

In 1911 he issued his autobiography. 
The greatest part of his poetical worx 
was published between 1881 and 1890, in- 


and “‘English Lyrics.” 

The bard, who was to wear the 
laurels of Jonson, Wordsworth and Ten- 
nyson, was born May 30. 1835, at Head- 
ingley, Leeds, the son of a merchant. 
Despite his literary ambitions, he fol- 
lowed the wishes of his father by study- 
ing law, and for three years attended 
the York Assizes and West Riding Ses- 
Sions. But on the death of his father 
in 1857 he withdrew from the law and 
devoted himself to travel and writing, 
publishing = voluminous quantity of 
poetry and prose, including metrical 
dramas and essays of travel and senti- 
inent. 

Some of His Notable Works. 

Among his most ambitious words were 
“Flodden Field,” a tragedy; ‘‘Randolph,” 
a tale of dismembered Poland: “Savon- 
grola,”” *“‘The Tower of Babel,’’ “Prince 
Lucifer” and “Fortunatus the Pessim- 
ist,’ all in verse, and in prose, “Spring 
and Autumn in Ireland,’ ‘“‘The Bridling 
Of Pegasus”’ and “In Veronica’s Garden.’ 

He lived in the country, first in Hert- 
fordshire and then at Swinford Old 
Manor, Ashford, Kent, and his love of 
natural scenery was reflected in his 
poems as perhaps his most character- 
istic gift.

“Clean-up Week” in St. Louis began 
Monday morning when 8 new trash 
wagons started through the district 
lying between Grand avenue and the 
river, Meramec street and Russell ave- 
nue, to gather up not only all the gar- 
bage and ashes, but all sorts of rubbish 
and dirt that the householders were 
thoughtful enough to place in covered 
tubs in their backyards in compliance 
with the rules of the undertaking. 

The work is being carried on under the 
Personal supervision of Street Commis- 
sioner Charles W. Talbert, who is co- 
operating with Mayor Kiel, civic’ and 
commercial organizations and the 
Health Department to make “Clean-up 
Week” a memorable one for this city. 

The city wil! spend $2500 on the cam-

The work wil! continue for six days, 
ending Saturday, ard each day a differ- 
ent district will be cleaned.

The taxable wealth of St. Louis for 
1918, exclusive of railroad, bridge, street 
railway, telephone and telegraph prop- 
erty assessed by the State Board of 
Equalization, is $564,981,730, according to 
the tax lists made public by Assessor 
Frank W. Schramm Monday. 

It is estimated by Assessor Schramm 


that the State Board of Equalization 
will assess the property of the railroads 
and other public service corporations at 
$36,000,000, bringing the total taxable 
wealth of the city up to the $600,000,000 
mark.

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CONVENTION HEAR 
OUR UNION MAYOR 


Kiel. Former Bricklayer, Wel- 
comes Delegates of National 
Trades League. 


— 


“One hundred and fifty union working 


women met Monday morning at Aschen- 
broedel Hall, 3635 Pine street, for the 
fourth biennial convention of the Wom- 
National ‘Trade Union League. 
Twenty-two different trades were rep- 
resented by the various delegates. 

Mrs. Sarah Spraggon, president of the 
Women’s Trade Union League of St. 
Louis, called the convention to order. 
She introduced Mayor Kiel, who made 
the address of welcome. He told the 
convention that he was once‘'a brick- 
laver and still carried a union card. 

Mrs. Ravmond Robins, national presi- 
dent of the league, who will precide 
throughout the convention, began read- 
ing her address immediately after the 
preliminaries. As soon as she had fin- 
ished the convention began on its busi- 
hess program. 

The reading of reports from the vari- 
ous unions was the first order of busi- 
ness.' This took up most of the day. 
Regular committees were to be appoint- 
ed to consider new business. 

Trades Union School. 

Among the entirely new things advo- 
cated by Mrs. Raymond Robins in her 
report ‘is a training school for women 
organizers. Mrs. Robins said that trades- 
women must cement themselves more 
closely together in a great central or- 
ganization. She. said she believed that 
trade union girls were the best organ- 
izers, and proposed to establish a school 
in order that they may be taught the 
principles of trade ywnionism. 

Mrs. Robins suggested that the course 
of study in an organizers’ school should 
include the philosophy of trade unionism, 
the history of trade unions in America, 
England, and Europe, a study of current 
labor legislation, current history of the 
woman movement, parliamentary law 
and a number of other things. 

Mrs. Robins said that the social con- 


en’s 


science of America has been awakened by 
the question of a minimum wage law. 

“No one will deny that however diffi- 
cult the problem, we find ourselves un- 
der conditions demanding immediate 
action,’’ she said. ‘‘The right to live and 
the right to earn a living are indistin- 
guishable terms.

“We need the ballot because we 
know its value in making for the 
control of the conditions of industry 
and we know that the future strue- 
gles of the industrial conflict will be 
fought out in the field of politics,

sity to protect the working mothers of 
our country. Every woman in America 
who wishes to see our land bring forth 
a great people must join with us in in- 
sisting that unto us women be given 
the full control of the conditions under 
which we are asked to work.’’

The complete exoneration of Col. Roosevelt 
from the charge that he was “net infrequently 
drunk and his intimate friends knew it,” was an- 
ticipated by*everyore who followed the testi- 
}mony in his libel suit against Editor Newett. 
The Colonel's intimate friends. testified to the 
contrary. And not one iota of evidence to sus- 
tain the charge was offered in court. Mr. New- 
lett’s retraction and confession proved that he 
had no evidence which in the slightest degree 
justified his statement. 

As the Post-Dispatch sald before the cqnclu- 
sion of the’ suit, Mr. Newett made a stupendous 
blunder by making such a charge. His blunder 
i: emphasized by his confession that his state- 
ment was based upon “othing but common gos- 
sip. The only redeeming feature of his record is 
his frank retraction. In the conclusion as in} 
the prosecution of the unpleesant case Col. 
Roosevelt conducted himself with conspicuous 
dignity and good spirit. We congratulate him 
on his vindication. 

Col, Roosevelt may find some compensation for 
his bitter experience in the lesson for American 
journalists suggested by the incident. It should 
impress upon all newspaper men the need of. 
good temper and fairness in political discussion. 
Political campaigns should be fought out wholly 
on public issues, utterances and records. Slan- 
der and scandal-mongering should be tabooed.

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TRIAL BY BAYONET AT PAINT OREEE. 

West Virginia policies du.ing the Paint Creek 
strike are well worth the attention of the Sen- 
ate committee which will endeavor to bring out 
the facts. 

The inquiry will be directed to the effects of 
martial law, but Colorado has enforced against 
strikers martial law under Gen. Bell as drastic as 
West Virginia’s. It will be directed to violations 
of the immigration laws and interferenge with 
the United States mails, both of which offenses 
are unfortunately too common. It will be di- 
rected to an alleged system of peonage, but many 
convictions for peonage are already of record. 

One subject of inquiry, however, will be unique. 

It relates to the trial, conviction and severe pun- 
ishment of West Virginians by arbitrarily con- 
stituted military commissions. Never before has 
the right to deprive persons of liberty by such 
means been asserted by state authorities. Idaho’s 
harsh measures against the Coeur d’Alenestrikers 
set standards by which the severity of other treat- 
ment accorded strikers has come to be compared. 
But even at Coeur d’Alene no attempt was made 
t* punish. by decree of military courts. Senator 
Borah, who represented the prosecution in a 
number of cases, declared in the Senate that it 
never occurred to the officials to make use of 
any but the constitutional civil courts. 
“Martial law may police, may keep order,” says 
Mr. Borah. “It can go no farther.’”’ The distinc- 
tion is important. Usurpation for the intimida- 
tion of obscure West Virginia miners might at 
another time give the color of sanction to dan- 
gerous political conspiracies against public order. 
The precedent denounced in the Senate as one 
to be expected perhaps in a Latin-American state, 
but unworthy of a government of law, should not 
be permitted to stand. When sentiment is about 
to force a modification in the rigors of govern- 
ment by injunction is no time to replace trial by 
jury with trial by bayonet. 
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On second thought, what is the use of quiz- 
zing a lobbyist? Will a lobbyist tell the truth? 
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UNSANITARY BUBBLE FOUNTAINS. 

A thirsty visitor called on the Post-Dispatch to 
denounce the “bubble” drinking fountains at the 
Courthouse as unsanitary. It appears that the 
fountains have a small metal cup immediately 
under the bubbling water. A drinker stoops over 
the fountain; the water which he fails to swaliow 
falls back into the little cup, and before it can 
be washed away by the current, another man 
may-stoop to drink. 

A bubble fountain which mixes drinks in this 
way may be more unsanitary than the common 
drinking cup, which could be thoroughly riused.

For years the three have 
been accustomed ‘o find a ready n.a~ket for it at 
the Navy Department at $420 a ton. Not content 
with a profit of 120 per cent, they raised the price 
$34 a ton in the bids for the superdreadnaught 
Pennsylvania hurriedly approved by the Taft ad- 
ministration just before its retirement. 

Secretary Daniels is justified in seeking ways 
of bringing down the high cost of armor plate. 
A material reduction in this heavy item in navy 
building would mean an appreciated decrease in 
the burden which even a one-battleship-a-year 
program imposes on the taxpayers.
